The U nited S tates w ar steam er Osslpee, the con- 
•Jfoy of the surrendered Vlrglnlus, arrived In New 
Yorh H arbor on Monday shortly before mldnljrht, 
as reported in yesterday’s Herald, and anchored 
•ff the B attery, and th ere was no little surprise 
«reated by the fact th at she was n o t accom panied 
%y the famous vessel confided to her company. It 
w a s learned, however, th at the Virjtintns had 
¡become nnseaw orthy and had sunk on the voyage 
« ff the North Carolina coast. 
No one was perm itted to board the Osslpee on 
Monday night, and the restriction w as not removed 
u n til yesterday afternoon, after her com m ander 
¡had com m nnlcated officially w ith Adm iral Rowan 
a t the Navy Yard. Below will be found full details 
of the voyage and sinklDg of the Vlrglnlus. 


THE VIEGiNiUS’ LAST VOYAGE. 


On Bo a rd t h e U. S. Ste a m su t p Os s ip e b , 1 
Ne w Yo r e H a r b o r, D ec. 29, 1873.

Prom the tim e ol the arrival of the man-of-war 
steam er Osslpee a t Key West until the hour of her 
Oei^artnre she was kept in co n stan t readiness for 
aeal, her destination being as m uch a m atter of 
«onjecture to those on board as it w as a m atter of 
an certain ty to those on shore. 
A t a m om ent wben least expected the order 
came lor us to leave a t once; our anchor was 
w eighed, our sails w ere áet, and by eight o'clock 
• n the m orning of December le we w ere sailing 
r ^ id ly 
out 
tow ards 
sea. 
We 
took 
w ith 
08 
the 
schooner 
M attie 
A. 
Hand, 
loaded 
With coal, and at five o’clock P. M. on the 
sam e day, after a rapid and easy sail across a very 
m oderate sea, we cam e to anchor directly off 
P o rt Jefferson, which stan d s on the island of Tor- 
\u g as, leaving the schooner to come to re st at a 
sh o rt d istance ahead. 
On the I7th Inst., a t 12:30 
P. IL, we sighted the steam er Virglnius coming in 
w ith the steam 
yacht Despatch, and a t one 
P. 
M. Doth 
vessels 
cam e 
to 
anchor—the 
V irginias directly alongside the coal schooner 
M attie A. Hand and the D espatch 
upon our 
su rb o a rd beam. As soon as the tw o vessels 
bad come to anchor the Vlrglnlus began to coal, 
th e Osslpee sending a draft of m en on board to 
assist In th e work. This was the first indication 
w e had th a t our steam er, the Osslpee. was to take 
charge of the Vlrglnlns, and no sooner had the 
bevy of m en been ordered to th e ship th an Lieu­ 
ten a n t D. C. Woodrow was sen t ITom the Osslpee 
to take command of the Virginias, along with 
M lashlpm an Fred Tyler and E. B. Underwood as 
w atch officers, and Second A ssistant Engineer A. 
Kirby, of the Osslpee’s engineer departm ent. 
A t five o’clock A. M., on the is th lost., the Vir- 
. glnlns having Just finished coaling, th e Osslpee 
took np anchor, steam ed alongside of the M attie 
. A. Hand and began to tax e ooal for onrseives. 
W nue we w ere engaged a t this we ran a hose to 
th e Virginias, In order th a t we m ight relieve her 
« f m nch of the 
WATER THAT WAS WBIOHINO HER DOWN 
ft-om nnm eroua leaks. I would state. In this con­ 
nection. th at the Virginias was in a terrible condi­ 
tion, reeking in m anare and infested w ith verm in 
ol every description, so th a t she was really unfit 
for any service w hatever, and alm ost too filthy to 
be boarded. 
D uring the 
afternoon 
of 
this 
•am e dale we sen t w ater and provisions aboard of 
h e r sufficient for ten days’ raUons, and Imme­ 
diately m ade every p reparation for going to sea 
th e n ex t m orning, 
as the afternoon gradually 
wore away, and before the dasklneas of evening 
came on, your correspondent was afforded an op- 
portnnity of boarding tbe Vlrglnlus and of ascer­ 
tain in g for him self w hat credence should be placed 
in munerons rum ors which bad reached all ears 
conoem lng her. 
1 never knew tbe lull m eaning of 
tb e term “abom inable” until I saw tbe condition 
of this filthy and stinking ship. 
In her forward 
w ater-tight com partm ent 1 lonnd w ater to tbe 
depth of six leet, In her bolds to the depth of two 
and ah alf feet, while In the fire room tliefiood rose 
alm ost as hlgb as the grate b a n 
The Spaniards 
had left on board of her a few em pty tanks, barrels 
and caaks, wiUcb, along w ith stale provisions and 
o th er refuse m atter, w ere floating and knocking 
against each o ther In the dirty brine. Filth of 
•very deacrlotlon was seen on all sides, so th a t a 
fair and Im partial description ol tho ship U toodls- 
gnstlng to be given. As soon as tbe actual state 
ol affairs was fully com prehended gangs of men 
w ere sent on board of her w ith buckets 
TO BAIL HER OlTT, 
but, though they were steadily w orking for m any 
hours, the w ater which came in throogh her bot­ 
tom seemed to exceed tho am ount which was 
hurled o n to v e r h er sides. 
Going below, l found 
m yself In tbe ap artm en ts which were tho former 
q u arters of tbe lam ented C aptain Fry. along with 
th e other officers who w ith him wore m ade the 
victim s of 
Spanish w rath. The 
condition of 
these rooms was terrib le -slo p backets, broken 
bottles, portions of m attresses, spittoons, cigar 
•tnigpB, along w ith m asses of hum an excrem ent, 
rendered the stench unendurable, so mnch so th at 
th e strongest disinfectants wore resorted to in 
order to render tbe Vlrglnlus habitable for the 
officers placed on board ol her. Every!lilng of tho 
least value, everything th at could bo uilllzed for 
•n y purpose, w hatever had been 
CARRIED AWAT BY TUR SrAMARDS, 
an d RII tb a t they could n o t remove they had ren­ 
dered entirely useless. 
They had defaced the 
Xurnitnre, cut holes in the tanks, cleaved all the 
w ires com m unlcathig with the engine room, de- 
•loyed all time places and steam gauges, em ptied 
bum sn filth and offal upon the engines, arul had 
done all in Uietr pow er to render the Vlrglnlus 
ÜVFIT TO NAVIOATB ANT 8BA 
and too loathsom e and ahom m able to be boarded 
by civilized meil. 
Your corrcspopdcnt was eager 
to q n it her deck, as were all the parties who went 
w ith him, while th e feelings of all who w ent on 
board were more h itte r to those who had reduced 
b er to such a condition tnan they were wlien the 
sew s of tbe slangliter was first mado known, lor 
bero we saw with our own eyes the 
• r u t a lit t o e ípanish v o lc n te e r s 
and tbe extrem ity of their h atred tow ard the 
H alted States. 
R eturning on board the Osslpee. a gang of 2« 
RMS w ert JbBOd preparing w board the Virginiua 


and assist In pnm plng her out. The party returned 
00 the m orning of the l«th, and reported tb a t after 
w orking all night they had snoceeded in red n d n g 
the depth of the w ater by several Inches, At three 
P. M. on the sam e day, our ship, the Osslpee, tripped 
anchor, and, towing the VlrglnloB w ith a haw ser 
itw fathoms to length. In a few bOnrs stood bravely 
out a t sea, the Despatch following in o ar wake. 
For a tim e the 
engines 
and 
pum ps of tbe 
Vlrglnlus worked pretty weD. snd a t five o’clock 
P. M. we parted from the Despatch amid the blow­ 
ing of whisUas, the waving of caps and the shoot­ 
ing of m any Godspeeds. One half hoar later we 
w ere atone nnrslng a leaking vessel, which groaned 
and creaked heavily, even on tbe breast of the then 
m oderate sea. 
We saw no 
OTUBK DNITEO STATUS STEAMER 
until the m orning of the 20th, when, a t eight o’clock 
A. M., we exchanged signals w ith our frigate, the 
Colorado, and shortly 
alter w ith the United 
H tates steam er 
P o w h atu n , 
which was

M anhattan, 
u n 
tbe 
2lst 
tbe 
m orning 
broke 
w ith severe winds 
and lowering cionds, succeeded by m ad sqnallsand 
a very heavy sea. The Osslpee and the Virginios 
both rolled heavily, but the U tte r was towed qnite 
easily, notw itbsU ndlng. 
This Increasingly bad w eather continued daring 
the z2d insi,, and the pum psof the Virginios proved 
efficient In keeping the w ater w ithin ftrom gaining 
in depth. On the 23d Inst, the tem pest grew 
w ilder, tbe storm Increased, tae heavens buf^t 
forth 
THUNDER AND UOHTNINO,' 
and the wind, hauling ahead, banked np an ex ­ 
ceedingly heavy sea. A t half-past nine A. M. on 
this (lay, the 23d, the Virginias signalled to u s ; - 
We hsve wvcn leet of water in forward compartment. 
Water lUII incroMlng. If our Urea go outweoauuut 
keep taer clear. 
Upon ixadlng this signal all of ns on board the 
Osslpee became greatly alatm ed and m om enUrlly 
feared the vessel would go down, so th a t onr 
course was changed to northw est half west. At 
10 A. M. we received another signal reading:— 
Are Itarowing away all heavy articlea from lorward to 
lighten her. 
Again we changed our course and headed di­ 
rectly to the shore, so th at before too late we 
m ight g et the Vlrglnlus in cum paratlvely smooth 
w ater. At 3 P. M. tho V irglnius again signalled 
u s:— 
Oan hold ont nntiWniorning if water-tight bnlkhead 
does not give way. 
All th at dreary afternoon, and during the entire 
of th a t dull and heavy night, the fated ship rode 
w ith g reat labor, and tow ed w ith the nim ost dlf 
Acuity. We could see her lights waving to and ITo: 
w e could h ear the dnU thud and ra u ie of h er pad­ 
dles, we could see her prow rise and sink, and 
every dip she m ade we feared would be h er last. 
The night seemed long and dreary, a dull sea, a 
dark sky, and liable to sink a t any m om ent. 
Such were the conditions of the evening of Decem­ 
ber 23. 
A t 7 A .M ., of the 24th. again the Vlr- 
glnlns signaled to us :— 
Our after boiler 18 disabled, lorward boiler nearly no. 
We a t once responded, lowered a boat, and sent 
onr chief engineer, Mr. William King, aboard, in 
order th at be m ight make an inspection, who upon 
returning, said th a t the signal concerning the 
boilers fully represented the tru th . 
We a t once 
took in all sail and steam ed np along the coast, the 
Virglnius rising easier and the w ater grow ing 
m ore and m ore smooth. 
Tbe 25th Inst., Christm as Day, brought 
TBRRIBLT DISAQREEABLB WEATHER, 
along with drizzling rain, and a t 5 A. M. we saw 
tbe Prying Pan lightship bearing directly east. 
Here li was th a t onr haw ser parted and we a t once 
signalled the Virginias to follow us, which she did, 
b n t at the sam e tim e showed th a t she was leaking 
heavily. 
At 8:30 A.M . we stopped onr engines, 
cam e to anchor in eight fathom s of w ater and made 
signal to the Vlrglnlus, which she answ ered by 
backing under our stern and receiving the haw ser 
which we p u t ont. At 10 % M. we received ano­ 
th er signal from the Vlrglnlns th a t her wbeel ropes 
had parted, and a t 4 P. M. stlU another, as follows :— 
We mast keep our augiiics backing in order to work 
our pumps. 
To this signal tho Osslpee responded, “ Very 
good.” During the aiternoon a heavy rain set in, 
along w ith a very stiff wind. A t 6 P. M. the Vir­ 
ginias «ignalled— 
The water is gaining rapidly upon us, 
and an hour later she spoke to us In a way which, 
we could not interpret. We hauled her up until she 
labored but 50 lathom s from us, and made all prepa­ 
ratio n In case of disaster, the wind and sea keep­ 
ing up all night and both vessels heavily roiling. 
The m orning of December 28, which we all honed 
would (lawn under b etter oondltlons, broke forth 
in heavy gusts and squalls, and a t 3 A. M. the Vir­ 
ginias signalled :— 
Our fires are going out. Water gaining rapidly. 
And a t ju st sixty m inutes later she signalled 
ag ain :— 
Fires out Pumps stopped. Must be taken off at once. 
All hands on board the Osslpee w ere called in a 
m om ent; orders were passed and repassed quick 
and fast; preparations w ere m a te to rescue those 
on board the ship we were towing, which, owing 
to the heavy sea, we did n o t dare haul any nearer 
to ns. 
The w aves rose and fell, 
boiling and 
seething; the wind howled tlirongh tb e rigging; 
onr vessel rolled like a heavy ball in the w ater, 
.and It was under such circum stances th a t we 
low erea 
THE OBSIPEE’S FIRST CUTTER. 
Happily, In giving the V irginias a tow line tbe 
day belore, use bad been m ade of a sm all haw ser 
-wiilch they had used in connection w ith tb e other, 
an d which now became of tbe g re atest im portance. 
It was made fast a t once to the starb o ard wheel- 
house of the Virginios and to the starb o ard q u ar­ 
te r of the Osslpee. Here, a t once, in face of the 
dangerous sea, and w ith o u t'a m om ent’s heslta- 
üon. L ieutenant Rhoades volunteered to go in tbe 
little cutter, and 
FOUR BRAVE SONS OF NBFTÜNB 
followed his exam ple, to rescne those on board tbe 
rapidly sinking and 111-iatea ship. Theae m en tried 
In vain to reach the Vlrglnlus on the starboard 
side, for a stro n g cu rren t was running tow ard the 
coast and the boats were In danger of being 
sw am ped by the tow line. The o rd er was tnen 
given to shift th e line to the p o rt paddle box 
of the Vlrglnlus, which was done, we a t the same 
tim e shifting our end to our p o rt quarter. This 
being accom plished the little cn ttcr by m eans of a 
line from h er bow lelt her way and dropped down 
by the side of tbe Virglnius, and In answ er to onr 
hopes 
THE FIRST BOAT LOAD OP KEN 
reached llieir way back to the Osslpee. It was a 
dtfflcnlt and dangerous task lor any m an to make 
tbe little boat safely in such a terrible sea. As 
soon as tbe cu tter came along each m an on tho 
Virginias let him self down over h er rolling and 
heaving side with a rope, and ns a high wave wonid 
lift the cn ttcr away up tow ard him he would swing 
him self clear ol the Virglnius and drop. 
Uncertain 
and dangerous as this ac t was to every one who 
attem pted it, b at one accident happenod. One 
m an in swinging himself Into the cu tter 
FELL OVERBOARD. 
L ientcnant Rhoades, quick as thought, mado a 
grasp lor him, seized him by tho leg and hauled 
him into tno boat. 
Tbe first boat contained all the landsm en of the 
VlrglnliiB, and, after them , the firemen, ordinary 
seam en. niaehlnlsU, 4c.

S ir—I have to report th at I took com m and of the 
steam er V irginias on the evening or December 17, 
off Dry Tortugas, relieving L teutenaot M arlx. 
Ensign George A. C altroner and Second A ssistant 
Engineer W. H. Lambden, together w ith three 
m achinists, tw o boiler 
m akers, 
six 
seam en 
(effective), 
six 
ordinary seam en, 
eight 
sea­ 
m en 
and 
fourteen 
landsm en 
composed her 
com plem ent. Second A ssistant Engineer Kirby 
and M idshipmen Underwood and Tyler subse­ 
quently joined the ship. I lound about 70 tons of 
coal on tbe ship and over 20 tons of d irt and 
ashes In ber flrerooms. The bilge was very dirty, 
and she was leaking in her forward com partm ent 
and had w ater in the other com partm ents. Dur­ 
ing the evening weYecelved stores on board and a 
working party from the Osslpee, 
who coaled 
th e ship all nig h t from the schooner M attie A. 
Band. Tbe crew of th e Vlrgintiia was exhausted 
by co n stan t work from the tim e of leaving Bahia 
Honda. N ext m orning I stopped coaling and p u t 
all hands a t w ork pnm plng and balling ont tbe 
ship, the w ater having gained tw o feet dnring the 
n ig h t 
At 8 A. M. the w ater w as np to the 
grate bars In both flreroom s; the forw ard com­ 
p artm en t bad a depth o f four feet and the after 
com partm ent bad a depth of two feet six Inches of 
w ater. D uring the day I received assistance from 
the Osslpee in 
the way of 
w orking p arties 
to help clear ship of w ater, repack stuffing boxes, 
overhaul pipes about eugine, and also a party to 
repair breaks In forecastle and caooose. Captain 
W hiting was on board d n rin g . the day and ex­ 
am ined the leak around her forefoot w ith Chief 
Engineer King and myself. 
This la tte r was the 
only one of any conseqnence tb at I could find in 
the ship. A t 4 P. M. the w ater was so much re­ 
duced tb a t I was able to s ta rt fires in the forward 
boilers and at 8 :16 o’clock In the after boiler. As 
soon as steam was reported I commenced back­ 
ing th e engines to clear the ship of w ater by 
her bilge pum ps. A t 1:30 A. M. Captain W hiting 
expressed him self as satisfied th at the Vlrglnlus 
was In a fit condition to go North, and left the ship. 
Shortly after we w ent to sea In tow of the Osslpee. 
D nring the day, and as long as the sea was 
sm ooth, we m an^ted to keep tbe w ater down with 
the m ain engine pumps. As we proceeded North 
and the sea rose the w orking of the ship greatly 
loosened the riv ets of one of her bow plates, and 
an old patch on her bow became loose, and she 
leaked so badly th a t I bad to fill up her lim ber holes 
In the forward bulkhead to keep tbe flreroom clear 
During tbe forenoon of the -22d m st. I threw 
overboard h er port bower anchor and all tbe heavy 
w eights in th e lore bold, consisting of old iron 
rigging, chain cables, old Iron. 4c., and shifted the 
coal from h er fore hold aft In order to lighten her 
lorw ard. On the afternoon of the 23d we had from 
8 to 10 feet of w ater In the forward com partm ent 
and so m uch w ater In tbe fireruom as to endanger 
p n itln g out the fires; and I signalled you not to 
go further north, and th at there was a dock a t 
Charleston, 
knowing 
it would be dangerous 
to 
risk 
the 
carrying 
away 
of 
h er 
for­ 
w ard 
bulkhead, 
and having no reliance in 
any of her pom ps, which had been constantly 
breaking down ever since starting. Besides this, 
my 
m en 
were 
worn out, their bunks were 
drenched and they had no place to sleep. Her 
bows were working so much th at the bunks In tbe 
forecastle came ad rilt from the ship's sides. At 
3 A. M.. December 24, the crown sheet of the 
middle furnace of the after boiler caved in, and I 
hauled tbe fires from th at boiler. Shortly after­ 
ward several blisters were reported in the lorward 
boiler. 
At daylight I signalled tne condition 
of the boilers and w ater, and you sent Chief 
Engineer King on board. He inspected tne boilers, 
and I understood th at. In his opinion, they wore 
not safe, and 1 gave orders not to carry m ore than 
five pounds of steam unless In extrem e necessity. 
With this low pressure one of tho furnaces gave out 
In the afternoon, having a blister on tbe crown 
sheets three feet long. 
From this time until we 
mado fast to you again, on the 26th Inst., we had 
about the sam e am ount of w ater la th e ship; but 
when wo stopped our engines the w ater gained 
on

back my engines. Owing to having but three 
serviceable lurnacea In the forward boiler wo 
could n o t carry steam to work the engines fast 
enough to throw much w ater; and as the sea In­ 
creased so did tho w ater, and I asked you to­ 
wards night to haul np close and take us off.

Among the survivors 
are Seflor TrnJillo’s two younger brothers, Indalecio 
and Ricardo. 
Tbe nnm ber present gradually 
decreased during tbe day, such of them as have 
friends in the city being taken off by them to be 
entertained and provided for elsewhere. Señora 
Fillegas, President ol the Amigos de Cuba, Cisneros 
and A rtraga were in attendauce as a com m ittee to 
receive contributions In aid o tth e men. Some floo 
in money were collected, and a quantity of sblrts 
and blankets, which w ere distributed lave In tbe 
aiternoon. The num ber to be provided lor by the 
com m ittee of unbans having them in charge will be 
about 60. 
These will receive such aid as tney 
may require until they are IhorongDly recupei atecf, 
anil wUl then be placed 
in position to take 
care ol them selves.

She had seven feet of w ater 
in her hold when th e Tornado overtook us. Had It 
not been lor this we could easily have escaped. 
We were all exhaostei., too, with constant work­ 
ing at toe pum ps.” 
“ It was n ot possible for h er to reach New Y ork,” 
said another. 
“That Is so,” conUnned the Cuban; “and if the 
governm ent ordcreu ner here It was evidently lor 
the purpose of allowing h er to sink.”

The steam er Edgar S tuart, which has been In this 
p o rt since February last, has recently been alluded 
to by a city papen in aucb a way as to lead m any 
persons to suppose she is about to sta rt upon an­ 
other Cuban privateering expedition. The curios­ 
ity to see the little craft has lately been considera­ 
ble, and those on board ol h er have added to tho 
m ystery surrounding the vessel by p utting up 
placards th at no one will be adm itted. Coionel 
Aglrero, her reputed owner, and four other Cubans, 
denom lnáted as aides-de-camp, have beeu with the 
steam er since her stay a t Baltimore. The visitor 
can And no signs ot prenaratioiis for departure 
going on, and appearances indicate th at the vessel, 
Mlcawber-llke, is “ w aiting for som ething to turn 
np.” The Coionel and his aids are doubtless will­ 
ing to do everything in their power to aid the 
Cuban cause, but the recent statem ent th at large 
sum s of money have oeen received to aid In flttlng 
out an expeuitlon does not seem to be correct, 
as Colonel Aglrero asserts th at money has been re­ 
ceived from but one Cuban gentlem an since the 
vessel baa been here, 
ihose on board are evi­ 
dently not displeased with the notoriety th a t has 
recently arisen in connection with their ship, but 
they are prepared to deny th at she cannot bo 
bought by anv person who will pay the price asked 
by ber owner.

At) reported in the H e r a l d ye.<)terdAy, and as 
more fully chronicled to-day, the Virginius is 
tto longer afloat With this ship at the bottom 
of the sea, and the gentlemen ol the navy 
“under strict orders not to communicute with 
anybody in relation to the circimisttinces’’ in 
which she wont down, and with the whole 
history of her relations to our government and 
of the attitude in regard to her recently as­ 
sumed by the administration before us, it is 
on observation which presents itself on the 
very surfhce of the subject that this sudden 
disappearance of the ship in eight fathoms of 
water is a wonderful piece of good fortune for 
the incapahl()s at Washington. 
Indeed, it is 
so uncommonly fortunate that it reminds us 
of a little story. In the eventtul life of the late 
Mr. Weller it hapjiened that an imiwrtant 
election had been beforehand counted over 
very closely, and it was known thtit the arrival 
of a coach load of voters would turn the scale. 
Mr. Weller, who was to drive the coach on 
that day, called by invitation on one of the 
gentlemen concerned and accepted from him 
the civility of a twenty poimd note, and, as 
reported by Weller the younger, the gentle­ 
man said:—“ ‘We’re all wery fond o’ you, Mr. 
Weller; so in case you should have an acci­ 
dent when you’re bringing these here woters 
down and should tip ’em over into the canal, 
vithout hurlin’ o f’em, this is for yourself,” 
says he. 
‘You’re 
wery Kind,’ says my 
father, *and I’ll drink your health in another 
glass of wine,’ says he, which he did, and 
then buttons up the money and bows himself 
out 
‘You wouldn’t believe, sir,’ continued 
Sam, “that, on the wery day as he came with 
them woters, his coach was npset on that ’ere 
wery spot and every man on ’em was turned 
into the canal; and what I look at is the hox- 
trawdinary and wonderful coincidence that, 
arter what that gentleman said, my lather’s 
coach should be npset iu that wery place and 
on that wery day.” 
It will probably b« 
imagined by many that the 
coincidence 
in the case of the Virginius is not less remark­ 
able. The implied suspicion of Wellerism, 
although showu by our special reports to 
be unfounded, will, at least, be excnsablo; 
for no fi\ct ^ a tev er but the very fact 
that has occurred could have extricated the 
administration from the false position it had 
placed itself in by bad faith, moral cowardice 
and immeasurable incapacity. 
There is no donbt, of course, that the Vir­ 
ginius was an American 
ship and fully 
entitled to all the rights of a regalar mer­ 
chantman. At the time of her recent capture, 
upon the first receipt of the news, there was 
some donbt of her character ; but when the 
facts of her history were made known this 
doubt was cleared away, and her right to sail 
as an American ship has since been denied 
mainly by the paid agents of Spain in this 
city and elsewhere. 
Indeed, the fact of the 
ship’s nationality was so plain that the gov­ 
ernment saw no aRemative but to protect her. 
Had there been any reason whatever to donbt 
her right to protection it would have been 
withheld; for no fact is better known than 
that the State Department is conducted in 
subserviency to Spanish interests and wishes 
and conveniences in all cases and in all 
degrees in which these do not require an 
actual abandonment of our sovereignty. 
If it 
had been possible legally to leave the Vir­ 
ginius in the hands of her captors she would 
have remained there; but her rights were so 
clear that it was not possible. 
She was de­ 
manded, therefore ; bnt the determination was 
maintained thronghont to deprive the demand 
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and the surrender of every feature that could 
give them national significance, to soften the 
fall of the Spanish authorities from their 
high ground in 
that 
spirit of consid- 
! oration for them that, 
if it is honest, 


j is strangely self-sacrificing 
in 
our dip- 
I lomates. 
In 
that 
spirit we agreed to 


j dispense with the punishment of the officers 
who had seized the ship, and reduced to a 
formal sálate all the catalogue of facts of repa­ 
ration ; and it was finally even thought that 
to exact this salute would be ungenerous 
I toward the chivalric gentleman who had de- 
i filed onr standard and murdered our sailors, 


j Mr. Williams was therefore apparently called 
I upon for an opinion, under cover of which 
I the Secretary of State could relieve his 
Spanish friends of the obligation of saluting 
our flag. All the world knows the readiness 
with which the famous Jeflfreysused to furnish 
condemnations when they were required, and 
when he hoped to become Chief Jnstice ; and 
facility of this sort is an attribute of a certain 
stamp of legal functionaries in every period. 
Upon an inspection of the evidence as fnr- 
nished by one side only the opinion was 
given, and the Attorney General, deciding the

Another point in the complication 
was the foot that the government had com­ 
pelled its representative at Madrid to protest 
against the course taken in the negotiation by 
resigning his office ; and had appointed in 
his place on aooomplished lawyer, who made 
no secret of the fact that he thought the posi­ 
tion of the government altogether untenable. 
Thus, with the new envoy not in sympathy 
vrith the government he was to represent; 
'with the Attorney General elaborately and un­ 
consciously proving the recent action of the 
government to be an impertinent interference 
with another Power ; with the Secretary of 
State blowing hot and cold in the same 
moment, and opening to Spain the oppor­ 
tunity to overwhelm onr government with the 
derision of the world, the position was cer­ 
tainly the least enviable that any government 
ever held ; and it is, perhaps, not to be 
wondered at if an administration, finding 
itself involved at every step more and more 
inextricably in on incomprehensible entangle­ 
ment, should loso faith in the devices of wis­ 
dom and rejoice that the very malignity 
of 
the Spaniards 
has 
provided for it 
so large and 
liberal a remedy as the 
waters of 
the wide 
Atlantic. 
Wet ob­ 
livion could thus easily cover even greater 
errors ; and it will afford a notable comment­ 
ary on the diplomacy and statesmanship that 
have us in their keeping if it shall prove that 
the government, as the close of the whole 
story, is indebted for its escape from dis­ 
grace and shame to the hatred and contempt 
which prompted the Spaniards before they 
yielded tho Virginias to insure that she should 
never reach her destination.

Berlin is not 
a great commercial centre, and not a port of 
commerce like New York, Liverpool or London; 
b u t being the seat of government and a large 
city, it has a certain trade connected with the 
population and interior. 
There is, however, 
considerable speculative business done in 
stocks, and since the surprising success of 
Germany in the war with France, and the vast 
amount of money taken to Berlin by the 
French indemmty, the people have become 
rather 
wild. 
The 
government may not 
have let out as much of the indemnity money 
as the Berlinese expected, and, consequently, 
they may have found out at last that they have 
been overdoing business. 
¡But it is the same 
old story of people inflated with pride and 
expectations at the termination of a snooesafnl 
war running into excesses and speculation. 
Of coarse the reaction follows in this case as 
it has in all similar cases throughont history. 
This is, no doubt, the explanation of the re­ 
ported crisis. /Still there is no reason to ap­ 
prehend widespread disaster, for Germany is 
richer than it ever was before and has entered 
upon a career of great national progress. Be- 
sides, the mass of the people are industrions 
and frugal

According to a special Washington despatch, 
which we print this morning, Mr. Secretary 
Fish will by no means be relieved of the Vir­ 
ginius complications with the sinking of the 
ship.

Let us suppose, then, that Spain has put in 
her claim for indemnity on account of the ser­ 
vices of the Virginias under onr flag to the 
Cuban insurgents, and has suggested a joint 
high commission upon the subject; that the 
President, through Mr. Fish, has proposed the 
consideration by said commission of all the 
ontstanding difficulties between the two coun­ 
tries, and that Spain has accepted the over­ 
ture, what are most likely to be the results 
under the guidance of this joint high commis­ 
sion by Mr. Secretary Fish ? 
A treaty which 
will bind the United States in effect to assist 
the Republic of Spain in suppressing the Re­ 
public in Cuba.

us that tho now idea of onr State Department is 
an enlenU cordiaU with Spain, in reference par­ 
ticularly to Cuba, we ore prepared for any de­ 
mands that may come from Madrid, and for 
any concessions, however absurd and humiliat­ 
ing, that may be made at Washington.

TMe Theatres and the Press—naaaKers 
and M onatebanks. 
The theatres of New York have for many 
years stood at the head of the dramatic world 
in the character, ability and enterprise of their 
management 
In that high branch of tho 
profession we have had, within the recollection 
of many of our citizens, the Elder Wollaok, 
Mitchell Burton and Hamblin, and at the 
present time we have Lester Wallack, Daly, 
Booth, Stuart Fechter and Duff 
These 
names, without recounting others of equal 
m erit are sufficient to show that onr theatrical 
managers have been not only gentlemen of 
excellent business capacity, but earnest devo­ 
tees ot the dramatic a rt adJ 1° iQost instanoes 
themselves actors of extraordinary m erit It 
has been due as much to their tact and taste 
as to the intelligence and liberality of the 
people that the drama has been so snocessful 
in New York, and that our city has proved sc 
rich a placer to the artists of tho Old World. 
The press has always been the useful ally and 
liberal friend of the managers. 
The New 
York daily joomals, as a rule, have materially 
aided the drama by foir, intelligent and honest 
criticism, and their services have been appre­ 
ciated by all genuine artiste. 
But there are 
quacks in the theatrical profession as in all 
others, and, whether snocessful or unsuccess­ 
ful they are easily known. 
To them the 
drama has attractions in its glitter and show, 
and spqietimés from grosser considerations, 
and they become theatrical proprietors or man­ 
agers with the double object of profit and the 
gratification of a passion for excitement. 
Fresh from “rum tinkering,” as has been ex­ 
pressively 
said, 
or from 
some pursuit 
in 
which 
money 
has 
been 
rapidly 
if not always legitimately made, such men 
msh at once into theatrical life, with no idea 
of the meaning of dramatic art except as 
something which enables them to get np an 
entertainment which they can sell at so much 
per bead. 
In their vulgar insolence they re­ 
gard actors and actresses only as the tools 
with which they work, and the press as a con­ 
cern which gets pay for their advertisements, 
receives passes to their theatre, and is bound 
in return to give them all the puffs they desire 
and to refrain from criticising their perform­ 
ances in any manner distasteful to them. 
A theatre, ovmed by one of those theatrical 
speculators and managed by a Buchu show­ 
man, is easily recognized. 
It may now and 
then present a fair performance and gather a 
fair company, bnt as a general rule its actors 
and actresses are ambitions aspirants for 
fame, who cannot procure engagements at 
well 
established 
houses, 
or 
the worn- 
out backs of the better class of theatres. 
At 
one time it presents a sort of medley perform­ 
ance, half of the negro melodist character, 
but without the talent, wit and rollicking fun 
of the regular negro minstrels, and half of the 
concert saloon stamp. 
At another it allows 
some struggling “star,” male or female, to 
play, without salary, for the sake of becoming 
known, and pockets such profit as may be 
made out of tho performancei The showman 
who manages such a house is never a profes­ 
sional, for a professional would not degrade 
himself by the connection. 
His ideas of man­ 
agement are confined to tricks and dodges by 
which he can 
get 
himself, 
his theatre 
and his performers talked abont. 
He wants 
a sensation, and is nothing wiüxont one. 
He 
fills his house from the footlights to the ceil­ 
ing with paper, and advertises the “great 
rush” to his show. 
He resorts to any ma- 
neenvre, no matter bow contemptible, to create 
an excitement from which he is certain to 
derive more or less profit 
He is always in a 
controversy or striving to get into one to 
make himself notorious, for it is his only 
chance of keeping himself and his establish­ 
ment before the public. 
A genuine manager 
is seldom in hot water, or if he is, it is 
through some professional difficulty which is 
religiously concealed from outsiders. 
He 
courts the friendship of the press, but it is 
only to secure foir and independent criticism, 
and with this he is contented. 
He has 
nothing in common with the theatrical adven­ 
turer or the claptrap showman. His perform­ 
ances and performers are able to stand before 
the people on their merits, and require no 
quackery to puff them into public fovor. 
The press is called upon to notice all per­ 
formances offered to the patronage of the 
people as a matter of news and general inter­ 
est. 
A journal cannot select the good from 
the bad, and can only point out the respective 
merits of the different entertainments by fair 
criticism. 
The H e b a ld has paid much atten­ 
tion to dramatic matters, and has always en­ 
deavored to pursue a policy of fairness and 
independence towards all. 
However indiffer- 
eat the general character of a theatre, where 
there has been a particular performance of 
merit presented it has been commended. 
In 
like 
manner, 
if 
a 
first 
class 
theatre, 
managed 
by 
such 
an 
artist 
as Wallack or Booth, has presented an indif­ 
ferent play or one indifferently acted, it has 
been criticised adversely. 
The H e b a ld has 
taken every possible precaution to prevent 
favoritism from being shown in its columns 
and to secure entire fairness in its criticisms. 
But it has never allowed any interference with 
its editorial opinions, and will always vigor­ 
ously resent the intermeddling of any Buchu 
showman with its theatrical notices. 
In this 
it only does what any respectable and inde­ 
pendent journal would do. 
The advertisers 
in a widely circulated journal like the H e b a ld 
obtain large profits out of their advertisements;

Tk0 Great Bengal Vamtae. 
The firiit tidings of the great Indian famine 
were startling indeed; but the result proves 
there was no exaggeration. 
That the fair 
breast of nature, renowned for its verdure and 
plenty as the garden of the “gorgeous East,’ 
should have become a barren and thirsty soil 
is almost incomprehensible. 
The Bengal 
Presidency—the wide scene of the present 
desolation—contains 
twelve 
subdivisions; 
and, taken as a whole, is a region of the rich­ 
est alluvial soil intersected by a network of 
noble rivers, invigorated by almost torrential 
rains and bathed in the inteusest sunshine. It 
skirts the cool southern elopes of the Hima­ 
layan Mountain chain, where are condensed 
the steaming stores of vapor brought by the 
southwest monsoon from the Indian Ooean; 
and thus it is the land of fountains—the 
water reservoirs which keep ever full the 
proud courses of the Indus, the Brahmapootra 
and the Ganges. 
The solitary exception is 
found in the Northwest Provinces—one of 
the twelve Bengal subdivisions. 
This district 
of the Northwest Provinces extends along the 
middle and upper Oangetic valley, including 
the country between it and its affluent—the 
Jumna—and embraces also the dependencies 
of 
Benares, 
Allahabad, Agra and Delhi.

Through this entire region the soil is more 
arid than in the other sections ; and, owing 
to the vertical depth or depression of their 
channels, the two rivers are of littie avail for 
irrigation. 
Any seasonal deficiency of rains 
is therefore severely felt in the densely popu­ 
lated country; 
so much so, that the old 
Mogul Emperors had canals lor artificial irri­ 
gation constructed on a large scale. 
These 
have long since fallen into disuse and ruin, 
and the modem governors have never had the 
sagacity to repair them nor to build new and 
larger oondnits. 
But while the Northwest 
Provinces in the dry months are nearly every 
year arid and grassless the rest of Bengal is 
green as the Emerald Isle, and the great won­ 
der now is that the whole district of that name 
is involved in the great calamity. 
The latest returns from this famine-plagued 
territory fthow a rapid increase ot distress, and 
following rapidly on its heels an increase of 
crime. It is contended that good winter rains 
may yet save the Benares district, so famous 
in Anglo-Indian history. 
It is, however, star­ 
tling to reflect that a population of 28,000,000 
IS now entered on the worst famine tract, and 
of this vast multitude the larger portion must 
be fed gratuitously after February, 
The London Times estimates that in two of 
the minor dependencies alone thirty thousand 
tons of food grains will be wanted every 
month to keep alive the ten per cent or 
2,225,000 inhabitants now starving, and this 
allows only one pound of grain daily to each 
person, or half the average consumption. The 
reduction of wages, the proportionate rise in 
the price of hoarded food and the terror of the 
great visitation made the poor in the Rajpoo- 
tana district fly from their homes in droves, 
not knowing whither they went and lining the 
highways with their skeleton corpses. 
Such 
dreadful scenes, in the heart of a vast and 
opulent country tributary to the British 
Crown, put to shame tho boasted glory of 
such a political dependency, and are a terrible 
satire on the so-called civilization of the cen­ 
tury. 
The trigonometrical survey of the entire 
Bengal Presidency was commenced under the 
auspices of the Duke of Wellington, and has 
made the British government familiar with 
every square mile of it, its climate, its soil and 
all the resources of its people. The Times 
may well say, therefore, “Perhaps we shall 
startle our readers when we say that both the 
Indian government 
and 
British 
people 
are 
treading 
new ground 
with respect 
to Indian famines,” for nothing conld be 
further from foct. 
The occurrence of years of 
drought in the Northwest Provinces is prover­ 
bial, and the only expedient within the power 
of man to prevent these—the construction of 
irrigating canals and reservoirs—has been 
overlooked through the cupidity or shortsight­ 
edness of the Indian government. 
It is not 
improbable, also, that the deforesting of the 
district by the natural expansion of population 
has influenced the climate and reduced the 
amount of rainfall 
But, whatever may be the causes, the evil is 
of such magnitude and horror that it should 
at once be met without regard to pecuniary 
expense. 
The English people, who derive a 
gross i^venue of nearly two million pounds 
sterling from the famine districts, and whose 
coffers are running over with surplus wealth 
owe it to themselves and humanity to prevent 
such an appalling catastrophe as now threat­ 
ens a population nearly as great as that of the 
United States. 
Let ns see what the so-called 
Christian civilization of the age will do.

Abatrment of tbe DiffieoltT on Most of 
the Diilorbed Liaet. 


PENNSYLVANIA CENTRAL FOREWARNED. 


T he Troiable AbAtlng;—P »sa«nscr TriAlns 
U nim peded. 
PlTTSBUEO. Dec. 30, 1873. 
Tbe great interest manifested lu the strike of the 
engineers and stokers has m some measure 
abated, owing to the fact that passenger trains 
move with loaa interruption, ana the current of 
freight traffic has been assuredly started again. 
Tbe railroad officials confidently express It as ihetr 
conviction that the backbone of the strike has 
been broken. Inasmuch as great numbers of new 
men are pouring Into their service, and that every 
day fresh locomotives are started out. Doubtlesa 
this Is true; but the strike has thrown out of em­ 
ployment over 4,800 sklUed mechanics, and an 
equal number of competent men to fill their vacant 
places cannot be secured in a day or two. 
Evidently the Intention of the railroad officials at 
tbe present time Is only to keep the moat neces­ 
sary trains In motion, and in the end they hope to 
triumph over tbe strlfccra, which, no donbt, they 
will succeed In doing if an amicable arrangement 
U made with the Pennsylvania Central engineers 
that they shall be kept irom going out on strike.

York city ; Edward Hudson, of Syracuse, N. Y., and 
John Ryan, of Inglewood. N. J. 
Ira Paine was the favorite over the field In the 
betting, MUes Johnson second choice, M yers th e 
third m favor. Money w as laid at even betw een 
Ryan and Hudson. Tbe attendance w as not 
nearly as large as was anticipated, the w eatner 
proving too severe lor lookers on a t field aports of 
this n atu re. Tbe day, however, was considered 
delightfnl oy those who had tbe shooting to do. 
The birds were excellent, being both lively and 
strong, taking a deal of kllUng. in th e early p art 
of th e shooting the pigeons seemed som ewhat

Report o t the Com mittee Concerning; the 
Alleged Corrnptlona In the Board o f 
Charities—T h e Commlasloners’ ttepl|r— 
The Coroner’s Cnae Concladed. 
Tbe final session Of th e Kings county B oard of 
Supervisors was held y esterday afternoon. Presi­ 
d en t Coe in the chair. 
Tbe special com m ittee appointed to investigate 
the alleged overcharges on the p a rt of the Com­ 
m issioners of C harities, In th e purchase of suppUes, 
subm itted a volum inous rep o rt, reciting tn e resu lt 
Of their labors. The ra te of overcharges is In In­ 
stances p n t a t 60 p er cen t and In o th er Instances 
a t 300 p er cent. Tbe qnallty of supplies Is in m any 
cases found to be of th e m eanest. 
For nails 
a j f i Is paid p e r keg, whUe the retail price Is 
$4 75 and tbe w holesale $4 26. In crockery aU the 
way from 50 p er cen t to 300 per cen t is charged 
in advance on the w holesale and retail m arket 
prices of m ark et dealers. In aultc soda, $12 50 
and $18 60 are charged on th e connty, while the 
re ta il price is b n t $8 25 a drum . For tobacco, 90 
cents a pound is ch arg ed ; a t retail 50 cents 
a pound, and a t wholesale 33 cen ts a pound. Con­ 
densed m ilk is charged a t 85 cents a qnarr, while 
New York pays but 23 cents lor tbe sam e article 
Tbe rep o rt concludes th a t over $100.000 a year, for 
p ast four years, has been squanderetL It finds 
th e] 
th e condition of the paupers pitiable, pinched and 
stin ted , and recom m ends th a t tbe U ovem or dis­ 
m iss th e p resen t Commissioners—Messrs. Fer­ 
guson. Wills, Scott, Powell and Cunningham . 
A com m unication was received irom the Com­ 
m issioners of Churlties, in which It was stated tb a t 
a portion of th e Com m ittee on Accounts of the 
com m issioners of C harities of the Supervisors had 
been m aking, 
they claim, an exam ination of 
the yearly statem en t. They had n ever been noti­ 
fied, eith er verbally o r oiberw ise, to atten d any of 
th e m eetings. The Commissioners contend tb at 
they have not been trea ted w ith eith er courtesy or 
fairness. A garbled statem en t had been taken by 
the com m ittee irom m lsceilaneoas bills an d m ade 
the groundw ork for a p artial rep o rt w ith o u t any 
oth er Investigation. The first inttm alion which 
the Cominlaeloner bad of th e Investlgatloa was re ­ 
ceived from the press. It was alleged th at some 
overcharges had been discovered. No person would 
deny th at at tlie p reseu t tim e and since the panic 
goods of all aescrlptions had fallen in price, 
and to attem p t to m ake a com parison of goods 
purchased one year ago w ith the presen t tra d e 
prices would be absurd. The Comm issioners asked 
th a t an Im partial com m ittee be appointed, w ith 
pow er to send for persona and papers, in order to 
m ake a thorongh investigation, so tb at the public 
m ight be m ore thoroughly inform ed and b etter 
saiiBflod. 
The Sneclal Comm ittee of the Board delegated to 
Inquire as to the alleged frauds by the P enitentiary 
C om m ittee and co ntractors In connection w ith tne 
construction of a wall, workshop and harn a t Flat- 
bush, reported. 
The m ajority re p o rt la aa fol- 
lowB :— 
Y’our conimlttee, to whom was referred the chames 
concerning the biiildinic of wall, workshop and barn 
at the Penitentiary report:—That they have held a num­ 
ber of raeeiing.s and have personally inspecied said im- 
prnvemeuts and have also had betore them a large 
nomber of lirdi class builders of Brooklyn to give tbelr 
evidence as to tbe value ot said improvements, aud have 
round amona them a great diversity ot opiiuou as re- 
Rards what the improvements ought to have cost. While 
some testily tliat the county was charged 40or 60 per cent 
too high, others on tbe other band, testily thut tbe con­ 
tractors received only a tair, liberal price for Uieir work. 
It is but justice to say that alt stanemasons, without, we 
beliave, one exception, testified that tbe wall was worth 
all It cost. 
We have also inquired concerning the 
measurement of contents of the wall, and believe from 
all tacts in our possession that the contractors were only 
paid tor the amount actually built; and, while we be­ 
lieve there was at that time a great looseiicaa

He said th a t be would not dare to come Into New 
York S tate, b u t suggested tb a t sbe m eet him a t 
some point in M assachusetts, whence they wonld 
proceed southw ard, unknow n to any Interested 
parties. Miss C hidester now knew th at her tim e 
bad come to carry out h er plans. She replied to 
h er b ro th er’s letter, acquiescing In his proposal, 
and appointed B erkshire, Mass., as the m eeting 
place, u e w rote approving tho appointm ent‘and 
said he would m eet her th ere on the 2Stn ol Novem­ 
ber.

Investlsratfon 
Before Coroner Y oun g— 
Roan k lle v GommitteU to tixe 'I'ombs— 
Mr. nnd Mrs. D onnelly nnd Afnry Mines

Coroner Young yesterday alternoon held an In­ 
q uest In th e case 01 Patrick Donnelly, the lad 15 
years of age, late of 217 W est Tw enty-eighth street, 
who IB alleged to have been killed on Bainrday 
alternoon last by his au n t, Rosa Riley, with whom 
him self and his p aren ts lived. A b rief synopsis of 
th e testim ony elicited will be found below. 
Mary Donnelly, m other of the dcceaaod, deposed 
tb a t Patrick Donnelly was her only so n ; she saw 
h er sister, Rosa Riley, jum p upon and b eat de­ 
ceased; In the room w ere Mary Hines, Rosa Rllcy, 
th e w itness and deceased; the w itness and her 
Bister had a difficulty. When Rosa got a knife and 
cu t the w itness; Rosa then knocked Patrick dowm, 
jum ped on his abdom en unu sat dowu on h im ; the 
father of deceased cam e In when the boy was 
dead, and, on being told th at Hosa Riley hau killed 
him. he threw a plato and hit lier on the head; 
Officer Joyce, of the Tw entieth precinct, w as then 
called, and took them all to the station house, ex ­ 
cept Mary Hines, who got aw ay; quarrels were 
frcq u eu t In tho family when they nad been driuk- 


”& ary Hines said th at she had been a few davs 
w ith Rosa R llcy; on tSutnniay aftcruooo she saw 
Hosa and deceased quarrelling about m oney; they 
were both very m uch ex cited ; Mrs. Doiiiielly was 
th ere, aud the boy said he would bo revenged on 
bis aunt, and she said she would co n q u er; they 
struggled and fought and both lell, be on Ills buck; 
Rosa then s a t down on his body, and while he was 
struggling to g et up she beat him about tho legs 
w ith a barrel stav e; tho w itness then intcrferod 
and told Rosa to let him go; she then got up and 
Kicked him lightly in the o rcast; Rosa then cleared 
the w itness ont of the house; the w itness w as 
th ere when the father of deceased cam e in and 
struck Rosa w ith his hand, but did not see him 
throw a cam p p late; Donnelly then knocked Rosa 
over the body of deceased and com m anded her to 
get u p ; Rosa said the boy would get drunk and tio 
w;is drunk on Christm as day or hsd been drinking. 
John Donnelly, father ol deceased, deposed th at 
on com ing home on Katnrday artenioon he struck 
Rosa Kliey on being told tb a t she had baaten his 
son and killed him. Tho result of the post-m ortem 
exam ination m ade by Dr. Marsh has heretolore 
been pnbllsbed In the IIrhai.d. 
The case was then given to the jury, who ren­ 
dered a v erdict against Rosa Kiloy, snd Coroner 
Young com m itted her to the Tomba to aw ait the 
action Oi tbe Grand Jury. 
Rosa Is 50 years of age nnd a nativo of Ireland. 
By advice of her counsel 
(Mr. kcliwab) Rosa de­ 
clined saying anytlim g concuriilng the charge 
against her. 
Coronor Young also com m itted Mr. and Mrs. 
Dotinelly and Mary Hiues lo the House of Dcloniion 
as wlinessea. 


A W IFE SHOT BY HEH HUSBAND.

on tbe o th er Is bis son’s deep disgrace, as the walla 
of a prison certainly rise before him in the n ear 
future.

o u t Ills o ther loot and said to Sullivan, “ Blazs 
away at th a t one, n o w ;” .suUlvan assisted Mul­ 
loney to tho Fourth p recin ct station house; the 
p arties had been drinking together, and wer* 
iiitu'li intoxlcatod.

At live 
ounutes past eight the Sheriff entered the con­ 
demned cell, and In live minutes tnereaiter re­ 
turned to the jail yard accompanied by the cul­ 
prit, the latter wearing a somewhat emaciated 
and 
haggard 
appearance.

Tryon lollowlug 
unaided, tboush accompanied, and displaying much 
trembling and weakness in his gait. The doomed 
man waa then placed on the drop and requosiod 
to kneel during prayer by his spiritual adviser. 
When on the scaltold he continued praying until 
the Altai noose was placed on bis neck and the cap 
drawn over his lace. At the conclusion of “I'hy 
will be done,” in the Lord’s i'raver, the bolt was 
drawn and Tryon’s soul was lannched into eter­ 
nity. The drop was about six feet. Death ensued 
In about lO minute!'. Uunng the Interval there 
was no twitching of the muscles or other emotion 
oalcuiated to show siiirerlng. 
The neck, it is believed, waa Instantly broken. 
Dr. Mills, acting In the capacity oi jall surgeon, in 
the aoseuceoi Dr. Anlagti, pronounced liie extinct 
after a lapse ol lO miniues. At the exptratiou or 
hall an hour the body was cut down, placed In a 
coffin and conveyed to an adjoining yard to await 
the inquest, which wus held at ten o'clock, and tuc 
body was then Interred in the Jail yard. 
Tryon was oi Dutch descent and was born In 
Canada. Ue had been married, but was a widower 
some years previous to his death. He was attired 
in the ordinary Jail uniform during bis incarcera­ 
tion and at the time of his execution. The hang­ 
man was a proiesslunal one and wore the jail 
uniform, with a black mask over his face. This has 
been the second execution which has taken place 
within the conuty of Bimcoe during a space ol six 
months’ Ume. 


MECHELLA’S DOOM SEALED. 


r h e C o u r t o f P a r d o n s R e f u s e t o C o m - 
m a t e t h e D e a t h S e n t e n c e —T h e P r i s o n e r 
T o B e B x e c n t e d o n t h e 9 t h o f J a n u a r y . 
A special session of the New Jersey Conrt of Par­ 
dons was held yesterday at Trenton to consider 
the case of Hechella, the murderer. The Conrt 
listened patiently to the petition of the prisoner’s 
oonnsel and the report of the physicians who held 
a consnltatlon regarding the sanity of the prisoner. 
A dlsonsBlon or two hours took place, in which all 
Che lancltul suppositions and theories regarding 
the 
prisoner’s 
mental 
condition 
were con­ 
sidered. 
Every member 
of 
the Court who 
spoke on the question declared bis conviction 
that the prisoner was perfectly sane, no convinc­ 
ing eviaenco to the contrary having been pre­ 
sented. A vote waa taken, and the Court, by a 
nnanlmons vote, reftised to commute the sentence 
of death. Secretary of State Kelsey transmitted 
the decision of the Conrt to Sheriff Reinhardt, and 
at the same time the death warrant was Issued by 
Qovernor Parker. Mechella will be hanged next 
Friday week, the 0th of January. Tbe gallows on 
which Foster. Nixon, Real, Jerry O’Brien, Prlery, 
Wagner and others expiated tliclr Uvea within the 
Tombs wlU be taken ever next week and erected 
In the yard at tbe rear of tbe Hudson County Jail. 
The prisoner was not apprised of the decision of 
the Court last evening. There Is no change in his 
demeanor, and he proves at cimes more trouble­ 
some to his keepers than before the reprieve was 
gr»nted. The Deunty Sheriff In charge states that 
as soon as Mechella understands that the antbori- 
nes are in earnest and the law must be enforced, 
he wlU at once “bend beiore the storm” and pre­ 
pare for hla doom. No person will be allowed to 
t L..hsmanlcate with him except by a special order 
I from the Sheriff. The miserable wretch has been 
[ rapeatodly tantalized by Bohemians attached to a 
1 local S heet, and in every Instance he resented this 
intrusión. Sheriff Reinhardt will permit only tne 
prisoner’s relatives, counsel, spiritual advisors and 
I the representatives of the Russian government to 


Í visit him. Among those who have received per-

public iQ the light of members of a board devoid of 
that CUnstiau virtue, cnarlty; neverthelesa. Worn 
present indications It seems inevitable. 
.Ketrencbinent <a la Gteeu) being the recognized 
hobby of this Echool Board, 1 ffnd, in keeping with 
their many unpopular acis, one of their first moves 
iu that dtrecuou was tbe abolishing of the office of 
“physician to the Boara of Education,” whose dn- 
tles. among others, was the visiting of the schools 
to exam ine their condition as to ventilation, beat­ 
ing, Ac.; the detectioQofdlsease among tbe pnpils; 
the prevention of its sprean; to report such to the 
Board, and to advise snch m easures to remedy 
snch evils as only a physician íb capable of doing. 
The sacrifice to wnich the health of children in 
our public schools is now subjected, In view ol 
tbe Jorctfoing facts makes

delay in this m atter is dangerous, and uemands 
the expresslou of public condemnation a t the 
course pursued by tnis Reiorm Board. 
Thoagh This condittou of affairs may not m eet 
w ith such rapid and positive prool of the evil aris­ 
ing thereirom as was dem onstrated a lew weeks 
ago in a school in Meriden, Conn., where, one by 
one, the children swooned and had to be carried 
out Into the pure air, caused by w ant of proper 
ventilation; yet It cannot be denied that if a 
remedy be not applied by re-establUhing proper 
medical supervision over our schools, the germ 
of dtsease will seat itseU in tbe cousUtutiou of 
our children. 
AS to w hat extent such a condition of our schools 
may lead on lue health ol our children is a 
subject which 1 tru st the medical laculty will, for 
hum anity’s sake, throw light on through the col- 
umns of the H e r a l d , which will bi eagerly sought 
for by its readers and particularly appreciated by 
p.u-ents and guardians as weU as by 
CITIZEN.

1 ibink 1 have said enongb to show that a nearer 
approach to the faith and practice of the fourth 
and filth centuries would not be as detrim ental to 
churchmen of tne present day as your correspond- 
ent seems to Buppose. 
1 have seen a plant, apparently alm ost lifeless, 
stripped of every leaf ami destitute ot all beauty 
or usefuluess ; but the vitality remained,

under favorable circumstances aud according to 
the laws ofitsgrow th.lt sent forth leaf, ami bud, and 
blossom, until at last it stands before us beautiful 
aud fragrant, having fulfilled the end for which It 
was created.
